" 'On the eve of another Yuletide, Torrance folk, institu-
tions and events took on a holiday news trend this week.
Here are some of the news stories closely linked with the

reat festival of Christmas which the entire Herald staff,
rom publisher to newsboy, hopes will exceed all your ex-
pectations of joy and happiness:

C.C. M. 0. Chimes to Ring .

Rajn or shine the C.C.M.O. chimes, traditional musical salute
to the Yuletide at the attractive suburban settlement in west Tor-
rance will send their cheery carols resounding thru the night start-
ing Christmas Eve. The home-made chimes (skill-
fully made from perfectly-toned pump barrels
struck by an electrically-operated music box) will
be heard every 15 minutes every evening thru Jan-
uary 2, 1939, according to Sherwood MecIntyre, C. C,
M. O. superintendent. Traditional Christmas carols
are played. A pre-Yuletide chime concert was
held last night when the C.C.M.O., residents and
their children gathered for the annual Christmas
party during which gifts were given to all of the
youngsters present. The chimes again proved a major attraction
and worked perfectly, thanks to the ingenuity of the workmen who
fabricated the mechanism and studded a cylinder with contact
knobs that “break and open” the electrical circuit at just the right
time, to sound the notes of the carols.

Principal Thomas H. Elson will
introduce the honor .guests and
Lawrence L. Larrabee, president
of the Los Angeles City board
of education, will present the
new assembly hall. Vierling' Ker-

The new assembly hall is at-
tracting much interested com-
ment and appreciation from the
students and faculty of the school
and the public who have followed
its development. Its spaciqus
modern design and unique con-
struction make it one of the out-
standing structures of the com-
munity.

The emphasis which has been
placed on the horizontal forms
of the exterior of the building
produces a low and broad effect
which leaves one unprepared for
the spacious height of the foyer
and auditorium within. ©n en-
tering, the foyer introduces the
guest to the main color scheme
of the building—red and gray—
the colors of Torrance high,
whose sign “T.H.S.” appears as
a design worked out in the as-
phalt tile of the flooring.

Passing through this entrance
hall one enters the auditorium
which gives an immediate im-
pression of light, airiness and
space. The unusual construction
of light ceiling is largely re-
sponsible for this effect. Upper
portions of the walls are decor-
ated with the school colors (re-
duced to an agreeably low in-
tensity) while the window spaces
are filled with glass bricks—new
in architectural use.

Has Excellent Acoustics

Below this paneled wall runs
the wainscoting which is of high-
ly finished birch in natural col-
or. Touches of gold in ventil-
ators, grills and other metal
work are found throughout the
building, repeating the general
tone of the polished wood. The
color scheme comes to a focus in
the two large red columns which
flank the stage, and the cur-
tains which will shortly be hung
in the proscenium arch will com-
plete the rhythm of color.

The assembly hall marks a
new trend in design and con-
struction of auditoriums. The
